The  Washington  State  crop-dusting  code  for  1950  has  tightened  pilot 
experience  requirements  on  the  basis  of  experience  gained  last  season, 

Tl-  code  now  requires  that  each  commercial  aerial  sorayer  or  duster  have 
on  his  payroll  at  least  one  pilot  who  has  1*000  hours  solo  time,  "of  which 
at  least  200  hours  shall  be  actual  experience  ae  pilot  while  applying  chem-

Was  the  opera- 
tor addicted  to  sitting  on  his  fixed  base?  Or  did  he  find  it  too  much 
of  a job  for  one  man  in  the  face  of  a common  lethargy  in  the  public  and 
tn -•  includes  the  so-called  flying  public? 

In  operator  alone  can't  carry  aviation  in  a town.  He  has  to  have 
b,  .0  support  and  of  course  he  has  to  inspire  it.  Probably  one  of  our 
greatest  weaknesses  in  extending  our  system  of  airports  has  been  our  fall- 


ure  as  an  industry  to  realize  that  we  needed  also  to  form  an  organiza- 
tion for  promotion  and  merchandizing.  At  ..he  time  we  •'•ere  devoting 
all  our  local  energies  to  the  planning,  engineering  and  construction, 
we  forgot  to  plan  for  the  actual  operation  and  oromotlon  of  the  physical 
'facility  we  we re  constructing.  We  are  still  slow  to  realize  that  on  a 
local  level.  The  result  is  that  ve  acquire  an  airport  and  hire  an  oper- 
ator, pat  him  on  the  bach,  say  "God  bless  you,  my  son,"  and  forget  him. 
Then  when  it’s  all  folded  up  and  ouiet  again  TTith  the  goobers  cunning 
themselves  on  the  runways  and  the  birds  nesting  in  the  hangar,  someone 
wakes  and  wonders  why. 

What  world  T-re  do  in  your  case?  Just  this,  C-et  every  one  who  ever 
'owned  or  used  an  aircraft  in  your  town,  get  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Mana- 
ger, and  as  many  of  the  key  men  in  your  town  as  you  can,  all  to  sit  down 
and  work  on  the  nroblem.  Encourage  mult 1 ole  ownerehio  or  flying  clubs 
among  those  who  no  longer  fly.  Start  your  Chamber  of  Commerce  working  on 
g°tting  an  oo®rator  even  if  it  means  only  a one-man  operation.  But  re- 
member  that  the  operator  must  have  business  to  live  and  only  by  use  of 
■ the  airoort  by  the  neople  can  he  make  a living.  Interact,  not  backed  up 
by  action,  is  a starvation  ration. 

Get  your  group  into  the  nroblem  of  nutting  the  airxxjrt  itself  into 
a stabilized  oo sit ion  in  the  cltv  government.  The  best  tool  for  this 
purpose,  we  believe,  is  an  active  and  interested  non-salaried  legally 
authorized  airoort  board  eomoosed  of  men  recognized  as  leaders  in  the 
community.  If  your  group  will  push  such  an  airport  board  or  commission 
with  the  mayor  and  city  commission,  you  can  probably  get  it  net  up. 

Then  do^’t  quit.  Get  the  board  to  help  on  the  nroblem.  If  an  op- 
erator can’t  be  found,  perhaps  they  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  with 
a subsidy  of  a small  amount  per  month  to  cover  the  management  duties,  an 
operator  can  get  started. 

Let  your  larger  group  help  out  by  organizing  flight  breakfasts, 
hangar  dances  and  model  contests.  The  board  end  your  civic  group  looms 
v masrh  larger  in  the  skeptical  eye  of  the  nubile  than  one  ooor,  lone  ooera- 
tor  trying  single-handedly  to  crack  the  shell  of  sales-resistance. 

Frankly * perhaps  we've  been  too  long  in  the  telling,  but  we’ve  done 
it  in  the  belief  that  where  aviation  has  more  or  less  died  on  the  vine, 
it  is  harder  to  bMld  it  u.p  than  it  would  be  to  activate  it  in  a town 
that  was  getting  an  airoort  for  the  first  time." 
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
